Washington, Dec. 20—The new cury
rency bill was passed by the senate
on Friday by a vote of b4 to 34. It
was backed by the solld Democratic
vote and six Republicans.

The essentlal features of the cur
rency bill as it passed the senale are
as follows:

Secretary of the treasury and two
members of the federal reserve board
gonstitute the organlzation commities

less than clght nor than 12 re-
serve dletricts, in ench of which a fed-

eral reserve bank I8 to be established
Bvery nationnl bank Is reguired and

If the stock subseription by the |
banks is not eufficlent In the judg-|

ment of the federal reserve board
to provide proper capital the stock
may be offered to the public, the max-
imum subscription being $10,000,
Minimum capital of reserve banks
is fixed at $3,000,000.
Each reserve bank must establish

reserve branches within its federal re-

serve digtrict at such places as are ap-
proved by the  federal reserve
board.

There shall be nine directors hold-
ing office for three years, divided
into three classes, three to be chosen
by the banks and the representatives
of the stock-holding banks, three
chosen by the banks who at the time
of thelr election shall be actively en-
gaged in their distriet In commerce,
agriculture or some other industrial
pursult, and three designated by the
federal reserve board. One of the last-

named class 1s to be deslgnatedsby the |

tederal board as chairman of the board
of directors of the reserve bank. No
director of the last two named classes

can be a director, officer, employe or |

stockholder of any bank.

After all expenses have been met, |
stockholders in reserve banks will re-
celve a slx per cent. division, which
shall be cumulative. One-half the net
earnings above the expensea and divl
dend {8 to be pald Into a surplus fund
until that fund amounts to 40 per cent.
of the paid In capital.

Ot the remaining half of the excess |
half 50 per cent. shall be pald to the |

United States as & franchise tax and
one-half to the United States as trus-
tee for the beneflt of depositors In
falled member banks.

The federal reserve board shall con-
slst of seven members, Including the
secretary of the treasury as an ex-of-
ficlo member and six members ap-
pointed by the prealdent, to be con-
firmed by the senate. They are to be
selected with due regard to a falr rep-
resentation of the different geographl-
cal divisions of the country. Their
salary is filxed at $12,000 a year and
the terms are six years.

Among the powers vestad in the fed- |
eral reserve board are:

To require reserve banks to discount
the discounted paper of other federal
reserve banks at rates of interest to |
be fixed each week or oftener; to sus-
pend for a period not exceeding thirty
days and from time to time renew
suspension for persons not exceeding
fifteen days, any reserve requirement
specified In the act; to authorize
members to use reserves, federal re-

gserve notes based on Unlted States

bonds to the extent that the board
thay find necessary;

MISSOURI WILL DEMAND $26,000~
000 FROM THIRTEEN RAIL-
WAYS,

MAY GO TO SUPREME COURT

Attorney General Barker Declares
That Overcharges Before Rate
Laws' Validation Reach Vast

Amount—Judge Suspends Decree.

Kansas City, Mo, Dec, 23.—Mis-
sourl will demand $26,000,000 from 13
railroads, whoie Injunction agsinst the
operation of the law limiting rates on
passenger traffle to two cents a mile,
and the law fixing maximum freight
rates, were ordered on Saturday die-
misged “without prejudice” by tho U.
S. Bupreme court.

Papers In suits for $6,000,000, ask-
ing $2,000,000 each from the Missourl
Pacific, the Wabash and the Santa Fe,
were sent by Attorney General Bark-
er to the appropriate state courts

Federal Judge McPherson on Satur-
day read from the bench an order in
conformity with the Supreme court de-
cree, which ordered the dismlssal of
an injuction granted in favor of 13
roads against the operation of the two
laws.

Late in the day the judge suspended
the entry of his decree untll January
10. The attorney for the rallroads an-
nounced that he would advise his cli-
ents to appeal to the United States
Supreme court for a writ of manda-
mus to compel the judge to retain
jurisdictlon over the sults, which
should be filed to cover claims of
overcharge by the raflroads, covering
the differences between the rates
charged and the rates under the laws
which were upheld and dating from
the issuance of the injunction.

The rallroads had at the morning
hearing tried to have Judge McPher-
son retain jurisdietion over the suits
and asked him to limit the Hability
of each road to the $10,000 bond
which it had filed to indemnpify per
sons affected, If the injunction suit

were lost. The judge refused. Had
he agreed it would have made the
maximum lability of the 13 roads

$130,000

Between Judge MePherson's actions
in the morning and his action late in
the day, Attorney Generani Barker of
this state announced from Jefferson
City the fling of a suit for $2,000,000
againgt the Missouri Pacific. After
Judge MePherson's later action, Mr.
Barker announced that he would file
similar sults against the other 12
roads. That would make a fotal of
$26,000,000 sought by the state of Mls-
souri v

Papers in a sult for $2,000,000
against the Wabash raflroad were sent
to La Plata. Papers ina simllar sult
against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa
Fe were sent to Kirksville. This will
make It possible for the suilts to be
flled actually today. The suit against
the Missourl Pacific will be filed at
Macon, where the papers have beon
asnt.

AVIATORS ROUT MOORS

OPEN WAY FOR SPANISH INFAN.
TRY WITH RAIN OF BOMBES.

Both Sides Lose Heavily—American
Experts Say Battle Proves
Aeroplane's Value.

Madrid, Dec. 20 —Moorish tribes-
men were routed with heavy loss by
the Spanish troops &t Muley Abselam,
Spanish Moroceo, Thursday,

Spanish military aviators threw the
Moors into disorder with showers of
bombs,

The Bpanlards attacked the Moors
with a brigade of sharpshooters, a bat-
tation of infe'tny, four batteries of ar
tillery and & large body of native aux-
lliarles. When the order for the gen-
eral advance of the Spanish column
was given the advance gunrd discoy-
ered several thousand Moorish moun-
taineers concealed in the irregularities
of the ground. A flotllla of military
aviators gent to reconnoiter, by means
of flag signals guided the column of
Spanisgh troops. A heavy artillery fire
was opened by the Spaniards without
effect.

The aviators then ascended to an
altitude out of range of rifle fire and
flew directly over the places where the
Moors were in the greatest numbers.
Then came what the dispatches to the
Spanish war office describes as & “ver
itable raln of bombs, tossed by hand
by the aviators into the midst of the
Mm"‘“

After this bombardment the Spanish
infantry charged with the bayonet and
dislodged the Moors from tbeir posli-
tions, causing them to fles in great dis-
order, leaving large numbers of dead
and wounded on the fleld.

EFFECTS OF LIGHT ON EYES

No Actual Data to Prove That Artifi-
clal Light Is More Discomfort-
ing Than the Daylight.

Not all the radiant enargy which en-
ters the eye is active in the process of
producing the sensation of light. No
doubt It Is fair to assume that at least
this “inactive” enerpgy Is absorbed by
the eye medin and transformed Into
heat, says the Electrical World. This
should cause an increase In tempera-
ture in the eye, which has led seme to
hold that this s the cause of irritation
and fatigue. There is a general feeling
that artificial light is more fatiguing
than daylight, which contains far less
energy per lumen-second than the
light from ordinary artificial llumin-
anta. Of cowrsa. if it be true that
